Numb. XXIV. Tho Cherry Bay, or Laurel, 


This is that which is commonly called the Laurel, 


and brings its Fruit in Spikes of a reddiſh Purple 


Colour, which when full ripe, changes to a blackiſh Blue, 


and is as pleaſant to eat as a Black Cherry. It bears 


but in few Places, becauſe the Laurel has been uſually. 
kept under the Diſcipline of the Sheers ; but when this 


Tree can have Liberty it bears plentifully, ſo that we 


muſt look for it in old Gardens that have been neglect- 
ed. This Plant is generally raiſed from Cuttings plant“ 
ed in January or February, It makes a good Hedge, and 


is Ever-Green. You may inoculate this upon the Cher» | 


ry Stock in July, or you may bud the Cherry upon this 


at the ſame Time. The Fruit put into Brandy gives it 


a fine Colour, and gives it the Flavour of Ratafia. 


Numb. XXV. The Blue Perdrigon Plum. 


"This Fruit is rather long, than round, about an Inch: 


in Length. In its firſt State of Ripeneſs, it is of a red- 
diſh Purple Colour; but ſo much powder'd with White, 
inelining to Blue, that the natural Colour is ſcarce diſcerna - 

ble; and in its full Degree of Ripeneſs the Skin turns Blue, 
which has made ſome imagine that there is a Red and Blue 
Sort. Its Fleſh is highly per fum'd and ſugar'd, and does 
not part eaſily from the Stone. It well deſerves a South: 


Wall for its Excellency, and is propagated like other Plums.

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Numb. XXVI, The Cheſbunt Num. > 


This brings a Fruit more long than round, about an Inch 
in Length. It is Red in Colour, ſhaded with a bluiſh Purple, 
and duſted with a Pearl Colour : Its Fleſh is very hes as 
and high-flavour'd. I have ſeen it in good Condition 
againſt a North-Wall ; but it will do very well in a 
Standard, and is propagated like the other Plums men- 
tioned in the former months. 


Numb. XXVII. The White Perdrigon Plum. 


This brings a Fruit as large as the Blue Sort, rather 
long than round. The Colour of the Skin of this is of a 
Greeniſh Yellow, ftrongly colour'd with a White Pow- 
der. Its Pulp is finely ' egrry and ftrongly perfum'd, 
but does not leave the Stone eaſily. Its Culture is like 
that W the Blue Perdrigon Plum, Numb.

Numb. XXVII. Tbe Luca Olive, 


This Plant makes a large Tree, and brings a much 
narrewer Leaf than the Spani/bþ Sort, 1 have had Trees 
of this fixteen Foot high in Eng/and, planted againſt a 
South.
